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Principal's Address 

With significant happenings and changes in the 1989-90 school year, it is appropriate that these events be recorded in the Conning 
Tower. 

Because of problems with trespassers in the school semester I, it became apparent that changes were required. 

It mas not only Weston Collegiate Institute that has had intruders in their schools. The media was reporting about he increasing 
problems with trespassers in schools. 

Weston Collegiate Institute was determined to make changes in the school for semester II to correct the situtation. Changes did oc- 
cur in semester il and the problem of trespassers ceased. At the beginning, not all people were ready for these changes. 

The most significant change was to the timetable that had been at Western Collegiate since 1971. A major change was the elimina- 
tion of the two seventy-five minute lunch periods and the introduction of a one sixty-minute lunch period. One of the reasons for this 
change was to discourage non-students from visiting the school. All staff and students now strongly support the new lunch hour. 
With a sixty-minute lunch period the school day ends fifteen minutes earlier. 

Many of our students, who drop subjects, act as an encouragement for outsiders to come and visit them on their free period. To 
prevent this, a study hall was incorporated for any stuent, who dropped a subject, unless there were in their graduating year. For 
semester II, the hallways were empty during class time. 

A stringent attendance system for tracking skipping was incorporated. Many saw this change, in semester II, by being sent down to 
the cafeteria to see their Vice-Principal at 9:00 a.m. to explain their absence from any classes from the previous day. Overall, the stu- 
dent body supported the check up on skipping. As well, the policy of one, two, three for skipping was new. With one skip you 
received a detention, two skips a detention and a letter sent home and three skips a suspension. 

Both the introduction of study hall and the faster, stricter skipping policy dramatically changed the halls at Weston Collegiate In- 
stitute. Therefore, if a visitor appeared in the school they stood out. In fact, they left on their own accord because there was no one to 
visit. Although some students complained about the new skipping policy and study hall, they all agreed they preferred the new at- 
mosphere in the school. They felt the school was safer and quieter. 

The physical change in the school was the additional fencing. Again, this was added to control trespassers. Weston Collegiate has 
thirteen entrances into the school which cannot be locked because of fire regulations. Therefore, the fencing was required to act as å 
deterrent. 

With the many changes that occurred in semester II in the 1989-90 school year we look forward to the 90's at Weston Collegiate 
Institute. 

This year Weston has taken on a more cosmopolitan appearance with the successful Mexicana Week that was held in May. One of 
the major thrusts, for Weston in the 1990's, will be the increased involvement of the school in global affairs. To this end the school 
plans to introduce, starting in grade nine, September 1991, International Studies - Extended French - International Baccalaureate Pro- 
gram. The school is very excited about the positive influence of the international studies in the school in the 1990's.
